A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW,

Since the repeal of the old national
bankrupt law, which waa enacted at the
outbreak of the war and served its pur-
pose in i‘s day, s general desire has arisen
in commercial circles for a new law that
would meet the wants of the prosent day.
Time. Such a bill hasbeen framed by Judge
Lowell, of the United Siates New Kng-
land ecircuit, and is now before both
houses of congress. Judge Lowell is
perhaps as competent to deal with the
question as any man in America. He
was district judge in Boston during the
entire time that the Iast national bank-
rupt law was in operation. He hasa
familiar knowledge of its morits and de-
focts, and hias draft of a new bankrupt
law aims to retain what was good in the
old law and to correct its defects,
The bill now pending in congress em-
braces 100 soctions, covering, with the
index, seventy-six printed pages. Itis
the work of much study, long experience
and frequent revision. Sines its firat in-
troduction in the last senate by Senator
Hoar it has been materially moditied in
soveral of the most objectionable partic-
ulars and will probably now receive a
sanetion of the wajority in congress,
The bill delines all the words and phrases
used in bankruptey which have been
herotofare in dispute, or which in the na.
ture of things require to be limited by a
specific definition. The courts are given
jurisdietion and powers substantially as
thoy were under the former bankrupt
law, but they are explained with a great
deal more care, to provent litigation, In-
stead of registers in bankruptoy, paid by
foos, the bill contemplatea the appoint.
ment in each congressional district of a
oommissioner in bankruptcy, at a salary
of §2,000 a year, and a supervisor in each
judicial cirouit, at sn snnual salary of
£3,000, who shall have a general over-
sight of the supervisors, assigneea and
olerks.
Any person having provable debts ex.
oeoding the amount of 8600 may file his
petition as voluntary bankrupt under the
bill, Tbree or more creditors, whose
debta aggrogate not leas than 8200, or,
il his creditors are less than twelve in
number, then not leas than oue-fourth
of his creditors, having debts to that
amount, may filo a petition in involun-
tary bankruptey. ‘The property exempt-
ed from the operations of the decree is
the necessary wearing apparel of the
bankrupt, and of his wife and children,
his uniform, arms and equipwents, and
such other property ns is exempted from
attnchment by the laws of the United
States or in the state in which the bank-
ruptoy proccedings are instituted; and
the court may wllow tho bankrupt, in
addition, a sum of woney, not exceeding
#0600, if his circumstances require it.

Bankruptoy proccedings under the
Lowell bill will cost less than under the
old law, chiefly by the abolition of fees.
The register, whose office was often

£2,000, irreapective of the awount of

LICENSE FOR REVENUE,

At the laat ecity council meeting of
Denver an approprintion ordinance was
passed disbursing over $700,000, This
was at least £200,000 more than would
bo received during the next fiscal year
from taxation and all other sources. The
utmost amount that could be raised from
all sources was eatimated at £450,000.
To meet the emergency the major
recommended the passage of a  just
and  equitable  license  ordinance,
from which revenue might be
obtained. Such an ordinance, which
had been under consideration for
some time, was accordingly passed. By
its provisions licenses are to be imposed
as follows.

Whether this license system will be
the means of supplying the deficiency re-
maing to be seen, but it will help out ma-
terially, OF the £722,000 included in the
appropriation ordinance it should be
borne in mind that 8316,000 is a wcity
debt of ten yenrs' accumulation, and the
object, thercfore, seems to be to make
the licenses oventually pay this debt,
which will probably be put into the shape
of b per cent ten year bonds.

It will be seen that the Denver license
ordinance has been carefully prepared,
and in most cases the liconses have been
impused upon persons or corporations
well able to pay. In fact, the amounts
required from fire and life insurance
opmpanies, telegraph and telephone cor-
porations, banks and banking, gas, oil,
sleeping car and street railway compa-
nies, and* vircuses, are very low. Any of
these can well afford to pay the license,
The scheme is in every way practical,
and could be put in successful opera-

tion in  Omaha, Perhaps  the
figures for Omaha should be made
a little  lower, but that we

could obtain & very handsome revenue
for the city there is not the least doubt.
The matter is at lenst worthy of serious
consideration by our city council,

It is a rather curious thing, however,
that the Denver city couneil perpetually
tabled the liquor license ordinance, and
the inference is that the whisky element
predominates in that body, Denver can
tako a leason from Nebraska cities in the
matter of liquor license. In Omaha at
81,000 por year for ssloon licenses,
about §90,000 is obtained for the school
fund. Itis indeed singular that Denver
should have omitted in its license sya-
tem the very business, of all others, that
should be taxed the heaviest.

The only question with our council
would be whether some of the institu-
tions, that will hereafter be compelled to
take out a license in Denver, can bo le-
golly taxed in that manner under the
constitution. There is no doubt about
the lozality of the question of licensing
drummoers, traveling shows, circuses, pat-
ent light dealers, and sireet railway com,
panies, but some of the others are proba-
bly exompted nuder our present statutes,

THE HUNTINGTON SCANDAL.

The publication of the famous Central
Pacific Huntington letters has stirred up
astorm of indignation among all honest
poople from the Pacifie to the Atlantic
consts, The outspoken snd independent
papers—among them the San Francisco
Chroniole, which made the exposure of
the lettors--insist that congreas canuot
allow the matter to go by without a
thorough investigatien of the Credit
Mobilier and the wholesale corruption of
congressmen by Huntington and his
partuers, Huntington's manipulations,
aa confessed by himself in his correspond-
ence, throw far into the shade the opera.
tions of Oakes Ames and his Union
Pacific Credit Mobilier. Men who were
supposed to be nbove suspicion have been
brought out as prominent fizures in this
latest wonopoly scandal, Huntington
throughout sll his letters noknowledges
that he has wmainly occupied himself in
bribery in order te gain his ends. Con-
gressmen who sucoombed to his tempring
baits are called gentlomen, and those
who were inclined to hold oubt are
branded as d —d hogs, With Huntington
bribury is & fine art.

Congresa has been branded by him as
a venal and corrupt body, and it must
now, regardless of party, remove the
